The Government's Effort to Obtain Posses- 


sion or the Battlefield to Preserve It 
From Trolley Companies Killed Against 
on Points of Law-May Go to the Ujilted 
States Supreme Court. 


Judge Dallas filed an opinion in the 


United States Circuit Court, last Tues- 
day, in favor t.f the Gettysburg Electric 
Kailway Company in the dispute over 
the taking of land by the United States 
to preserve the battlefleld. Judge But- 
ler filed a dissenting opinion. 


The argument took place last month. 


The jury of seven which heard the testi- 
mony awarded the railway company $30,- 
000, to be paid by the United States to 
it as damages. Before the appointment 
of the jury, however, several questions 
of law were reserved for hearing, and 
they were the substance of the main 
portion of the argument. 


Last January another petition was filed 


by the United States asking for the con- 
demnation of another strip of land be- 
longing to the trolley company, and a 
portion of the argument was directed to 
the effort of the railway company to 
have this petition quaahed. Thomas 
Hart, Jr., and Charles Heebner appear- 
ed for the trolley road and District At- 
torney Ellery P. Ingham for the United 
States. 


Judge Dallas in his opinion says: 


"The right of United States to take pri- 
vate property for public use, upon mak- 
ing just compensation, is now fully rec- 
ognized, but that this right cannot be 
exercised within the limits of the several 
States for any purpose which is not in- 
cident to some power delegated to 
the general government, and neces- 
sary, or at least adapted, to its execu- 
tion, is equally well settled. 


-NOT A NECESSAHY USE. 


"The only question is whether the ob- 


ject to the futheraace of which these 
petitions are directed is germane to the 
execution of any power vested in the 
general government, and upon this ques- 
tion I have reached a conclusion which 
to me seems irresistible. The powers of 
Congress are distinctly enumerated in 
the Constitution, and in that enumera- 
tion, none is included to which the uses 
for which it is proposed to condemn 
this land can be related, without, in 
my opinion, enlarging the Constitu-

tional grant by grafting upon its express 
terms a construction so lax and compre- 
hensive as to be subversive of its limited 
character. 


"The learned District Attorney has 


referred to but a single clause as confer- 
ring the authority now claimed, and 
that clause is wholly irrevelent. The 
'power to lay and collect taxes; to pay 
the debts and provide for the common 
defense and general welfare of the 
United States' is quite distinct from the 
right to take private property for public 
use, and it is not the power of taxation, 
but tbe right of eminent domain which 
is here asserted. The government may 
in time of war appropriate or destroy 
private property. This is justiGed by 
'the necessities of war,' but no deduc- 
tion from this doctrine of the public law 
can be made and applied in time of 
peace, be the incentive what it may, 
without violation of the supreme law of 
the land.' 


'Entertaining these views, with which 


oojudicial decision that has been brought 
to my notice conflicts, it is impossible 
for me to sustain these proceedings. In 
the second case the motion to quash is 
granted." 


IUDGE -BUTLER DISSENTS. 


In his dissenting opinion Judge Butler 


says: "While the government may take 
land for public use, the use must be 
such as arises out of- the exercise of its 
legitimate functions. It is not neces- 
sary, however, that the land or the use 
be indispensable. It is sufficient if it be 
convenient and. serviceable. 
Within 


this limitation Congress and the Execu- 
tive cannot be control led; they are tbe 
judges. The courts can only interfere 
where the limit is transcended. Tbe 
Constitution does not define the special 
uses for which land may be taken; they 
could not be so defined; the occasion for 
them changes with the change of cir- 
cumstances. 


"The land described in the petition is 


adjacent to the Gettysburg National 
Cemetery. I cannot doubt that it might 
have been taken to enlarge and improve 
that property. How much is necessary 
to that purpose Congress and tbe Execu- 
tive are the judges. This, however, is 
not the purpose named in tbe statute. 


"In my judgment this reservation of 


the Gettysburg battle lines is for a legiti- 
mate purpose, and it can only be accom- 
plished by taking the land. The power 
to take it is, I believe, embraced in the 
power to maintain ramies and teach 
them military science. 


"This battle-field is of transcendent

PHEVKST FOREST TIKBS. 


Forest fires occur annually m some 


parts of country, and, after long seasons 
of drought, sometimes spread over wide 
areas, but not siucelSil, when there was 
great destruction of Michigan pineries, 
has there been a calamity like this. Man 
Is powerless to stay the flames when they 
have fairly s'arted after weeks of dry 
weather, for the fire spreads so rapidly as 
of ten to outrun a horse. But man can do 
much to prevent the breaking outof such 
Dres, which are very often caused by the 
carelessness ot camping parties, says the 
Philadelphia Leil'j' r. Maine has suffer- 
ed little from forest 9res since the ap- 
pointment of fire wardens and the train- 
ing of lumbermen and hunters to ex- 
treme care in extinguishing every spark 
of the Dres they may have kindled in the 
woods. In view of the enormous losses 
that may be occasioned by forest fires it 
would seem to be the duty of the state 
to guard as well as may be again&t their 
origin and spread. It is not impossible 
to do either. Hunters, lumbermen and 
others who frequent the woods can be 
taught to be extremely careful in the 
use of lire. Eailroatl companies can De 
compelled to use eilicient spark arrestets 
on their locomotives and in dry seasons 
fire wardens may be authorized to ap- 
point deputies to guard the forests by 
night and day and give timely warning 
of forest fires before they have gone be- 
yond control. 


What is needed is som« one in author- 


ity to command the services of the able- 
bodied men of a neighborhood in extin- 
guishing small Ores or preventing their 
spread. When the farmers and lumber- 
men are left to themselves they do not 
unite their efforts until the danger be- 
comes pressing and then it is too late, 
unless rain should come to their relief.

A WltD NIGHT fS TEXAS. 


GCS CLARE BLEW FOB A HUNT. 


In the early years of the fiftieth decade 


I was engaged in transporting merchan- 
dise across the plains of West Texas, 
from the Gulf coast to El Paso, my 
trains usually being composed of twenty 
or thirty large, ten-mule, broad-tread 
freight wagons, or "gondolas," as they 
were termed in those days, and generally 
escorted by fifty to sixty men, forming 
quite an army-sufficient to repel any 
hostile demonstrations from Indians or 
wild beasts. 


At that early day the Comanche In- 


dians had full control of tbe frontier, 
and it was unsafe for small parties to 
attempt a trip across the country on 
that route without an escort of military, 
therefore most of the travel on that line 
was under the protection of those large 
wagon trains. We usually had a good 
company ot travelers along each trip 
going and coming, forming, as it were, 
a sort of mutual protective association. 
To say that the great majority of those 
travelers were "tenderfeet" hardly ex- 
presses it. The trouble with them was 
the difficulty of keeping them within the 
bounds of safety, as they would fre- 
quently stray off after game so far from 
the train that they were in danger of 
being cutoff by the Indians and mas- 
sacred. 


On one of those trips to El Paso I had 


along as travelers quite a number of 
musicians—in a modest way—several 
violins, a clarinet, a flute and the first 
French harp I ever remembered to have 
seen—it was quite a curiosity at that 
day—owned and performed on by an 
Italian, who was certainly an expert on 
that particular instrument. Knowing 
the peculiar effect that instrumental 
music had upon the senses of wild ani- 
mals, I bad determined to try it upon 
the despised coyote on the first opportun- 
ity, and formed an orchestia, consisting 
of two violins, the flute and French harp. 
I never did have much love for tbe 
sharp, ear-splitting clarinet, and had 
consequently left that out of my coyote 
band. Tbe man who can blow on that 
instrumunt, generally speaking, is hard 
to convince that it is not tbe sweetest- 
toned instrument out, and that he is not 
the best performer on that instrument in 
the universe. This was the case with 
August Clare, and he felt the slight of 
omission keenly. However, we had 
agreed to allow Gus to accompany us 
with his instrument—as a band "all 
alone by himself"—to play in the closing 


canyon, meeting us, in countless num- 
bers, and in the greatest confusion. 


As we opened fire on them at close 


range they seemed so crazed with fright 
that they ran round and round in a cir- 
cle so near us that we killed seven out- 
right, and, perhaps, wounded as man} 
more. The report of our pistols had 
the effect to again silence the German 
band, and we feared that the body- 
guard of "Old Nap" was again on the 
retreat. We needed his services at that 
particular juncture, and it was suggest- 
ed that I try the dulcet notes of the 
flute. This had the desired effect, and 
Gus called out from the tree inquiring- 
ly: "Ish dot katz det ?" He was assur- 
ed that it was, and he was soon on the 
ground, as brave, in his own estimation, 
as Marshal Ney.

Baltimore, from December, 20,1776, to 
March 1777; Philadelphia, from March 4, 
1777, to September, 1777; Lancaster, 
Pa., from September 27,1777, to 
Sep- 


tember 30,1777; York, Pa., from Sep- 
tember 30,1777, to July, 1778 Philadel- 
phia, from July 2,1778, to June 30,1783; 
Princeton, New Jersey, from June 30, 
17S3, to November 20,1783; Annapolis, 
Maryland, from November, 1783, to No- 
vt mber, 1784 ; Trenton, New Jersey, 
from 1784, to January 1785; New York, 
from January 11,1785 to 1790, when the 
seat of government was changed to 
Philadelphia, where it remained until 
1800, when it was finally removed to 
Washington.

ed as the capitol of our country.—

Tbe statement frequently made by 


strangers that Gettysburg is very tar 
from a dean place does not appear to 
be without foundation. 
This same 


matter is being appreciated and dis- 
cussed by our citizens who will pre- 
sently demand that the council save in 
some other way or get more revenue 
tor the purpose of keeping the town 
cleaner, and many of them think that 
some system of sprinkling the streets 
expedient. Cleanliness is a matter of 
beauty as well as of healthfulness. 
.Both should have due consideration. 


Gettysburg differs from many other 


towns in having large crowds, especial- 
ly daring the summer months, and •has 
more dirt in consequence 
of these 


crowds, but to the face of that fact 
there does not seem to be any system 
of cleaning the streets whatever, and 
refuse stays from one year's end to 
another. Occasionally we see a little 
scraping of the streets, here and there, 
bnt only when the thing gets particu- 
larly bad. 


A system of prevention as well as 


of core will be of benefit. Prevention 
will consist in an ordinance, if there 
be none, prohibiting the placing of re- 
fuse "on the highways, and in tte ob- 
servance of snch an ordinance. 
The 


street in front of some business places 
is dirty continually. If the Borough 
can not keep these places clean an or- 
dinance compelling proprietors to keep 
them so may be of some avail. In 
any case it ought to be somebody's 
doty to attend to such places as are 
so foul as that an actual stench arises. 


There ought to be in Gettysburg 


some system of general 
sprinkling. 


The present way of using individual 
street washers, so called, amounts to 
nothing. If there is no private enter- 
prise which can properly attend to this 
public need the Town Council might 
at least take the matter into consider- 
ation. 


As we have said this town is more 


in need of cleaning and sprinkling 
than most others because of our un- 
usual amount of travel in the summer, 
when cleaning is most necessary, and 
yet in this direction we have less of 
public spirit than any of our neighbors, 
and our town is called the dirtiest one 
of the lot.

About the Crops on the Way. 


Rouxj> ROCK, Texas, Apr. 22, 1895. 


Editors Compiler: 


Away out in the Lone 


Star State, the thought came to me that, 
perhaps, some of your readers might be 
glad to know something about the coun- 
try through which we just passed. As 
you read, you will remember that over 
half of our journey was made in the night- 
time and I can write of that, only, passed 
through in the day-time. 


We left Kingsdale at 4.12 p. m., on 


Monday, 15th mat., arriving at Harris- 
burg by dark. When we awoke next 
morning we were in central Ohio. The 
season was not much in advance of Adams 
county; the ground seemed dry through 
Ohio and Indiana; wheat not as good as 
in Pennsylvania. 


Illinois aeemed wet, season more for- 


ward, some peach blooms and the pink 
tint of the apple blossom could be seen- 
the wheat was about like the crop in 
Adams county. 


Just before dark we crossed the Mis- 
sissippi. We then entered St. Louis. 


Leaving there at 8.15 p. m., we awoke 
next morning in Arkansas and found the 
trees all green. Heavy rains had just 
fallen. The greater part of the country 
passed through was tunberland and but 
little that we saw of this State would be 
inviting for agriculture; in the southern 
part we saw the first growing corn. 
shortly after noon we crossed the Bed 


River and soon entered Texas. This 
State has been very dry, the rivers are 
very low and water scarce. Shortlv after 
4 o clock a. m. on Thursday we arrfved at 
Kound Rock, our destination, in just 60 
hours and 8 minutes after leaving Kings- 
dale, and found friends awaiting our ar- 
rival, to take us to their home, where we 
secured much needed rest. We found the 
weather rather cool during our trip, and 
in fact it was so cold in Texas that we 
sought the fire upon our arrival home. 


We had a fine rain last night. The 
wheat and oats are >ery short and will 
yield but little, end without more rain 
will be a failure, corn is six iuches high, 
cotton not yet planted on account of dry

Major Charles A. Richardson, of Canan- 


daigoa, N. Y., was last week appointed a 
member of the Gettysburg Battlefield 
Commission in place of Col. Bachelder, 
deceased. 


The new Commissioner was Captain of 


Co. D, 126th New York Infantry. At 
the battle of Gettysburg he was wounded 
in the foot and was in a hospital in town 
for sometime. He afterwards took to the 
field again and was again wounded, in the 
face, at Petersburg, in June, '64. He was 
subsequently honorably discharged for 
disability caused by his wounds. 


From the history of the 120th N. Y. 


regiment, commanded by Col. Sherrill, 
whose monument stands at Ziegler's 
grove, we learn that he was commissioned 
Major, June 14,1864, with rankfrorn April 
18,1964, but was not mustered on account 
of wounds received in action, and the re- 
duced numbers of the regiment. 


— ( He served during the war on several 


^occasions as a member of courts-martial, 
arid in various other capacities and in 
positions of importance. 


He was a 'member of the New York 


Board of Commissioners on Gettysburg 
^Monuments. 


Major Richardson has been here fre- 


quently on the business of his Commis- 
«ion. He is know as a gentleman of abili- 
ty and polish. His record shows him to 
have been a gallant and an excellent sol- 
dier. 


There appears to have been a very gen- 


eral impression that the Gettysburg Bat- 
tlefield Commission was composed, by 
direction of law, of two gentlemen who 
were in the war, and one a civilian—three 
in all. We are very credibly informed 
that no law ever passed Congress which 
stated that the Commission was to be so 
selected, but that the selection has been 
and is largely within the discretion of the 
Secretary of War. 
Major Richardson was 


very prominent in the war, and by his 
appointment, the Board is composed en- 
tirely of army men.

Potatoes as a Money Crop. 


Bring- Bettor Prlcci Than Wheat and the 


TteU l> I4tr««r. 


The potato, not wheat, is the civilized 


world's staple food. The principal Euro- 
pcao countries that produced close upon 
three billion bushels of potatoes in 1893 
raised two billions of wheat, all their Im- 
ports did not make the wheat supply ap- 
proach the consummation of potatoes 
In America this condition is reversed, 
the potato crop is averaging,only S3 to 
50 par cent, of the amount of wheat. 
Yet potatoes now bring more money per 
bushel than wheat, and yield flve or 
eight times as many bushels per acre. 
The average yield per acre for the flve 
crops 1890-4 was of potatoes 67 bushels 
and of wheat 13 bushels, whole the De- 
cember farm price has averaged 60c. and 
66c. respectively. Potatoes are worth 
fully as much for this period as during a 
like period 15 years ago, while wheat has 
declined over 50 per cent., cotton quite 
as much, wool even more. The conclu- 
sion is irrestible that the potato may be 
more extensively grown than at present 
and still be more profitable than many 
other staple crops. It has been one of 
the best money crops for the Colorado 
tanner for man? years. This fact will 
be quickly grasped by farmers generally, 
and the new year is likely to witness a 
boom in potato growing.

A Two Acre Farm. 


On tbe narrow strip of land lying be- 


tween the river and the track of the 
Western Naw York and Pennsylvania 
Railroad, at the northern extremity of 
Eldred, Pa., is to be found tbe banner 
farm of McKean county. Here in a neat 
little cottage, lives F. Segling, wife, and 
five children—three boys and two girls- 
all of whom derived their means of live- 
lihood from their two acre farm. Queer, 
is it not, when we hear so much of in- 
ability to make a living for smaller fam- 
ilies on much larger farms. 


The gentleman purchased the laud 


and built the cottage while working as 
a carpenter. Three years ago his phys- 
ical condition necessitated a change of 
occupation. Then with that faith in 
mother earth which we believe is more 
fully developed in the better class oi 
Germans than any other people, he turn. 
ed to his farm and promptly decided that, 
on a plantation of the size, quality, not 
quantity, must be tbe maxim, and that 
in no other line could he reach his deal 
so nearly as in the cultivation of celery. 


Spurred by his necessities and sup- 


ported by tiny amount of quiet determi- 
nation, he proceeded on this theory. 
From the beginning his success has been 
flattering, and last fall he stood ready to 
market 30,000 stalks of celery, one-third 
blanched and two-thirds of the self- 
blanching varieties. 


Mr. Segling finds work the year round, 


and nine-tenths of his time is spent on 
half an acre, for, although the farm com- 
prises two acres, but one-fourth of it is 
in celery the remainder being garden 
and meadow. 


Upon this half acre there has been de- 


posited this year 150 one horse loads of 
manure, you will observe that in three 
particulars-i. e., the amount of work, 
the quantity of manure and the value 
of the crop—it compares favorably with 
most farms. Mr. Segling says the last 
two years have been disastrous to celery, 
this year especially so, on account of the 
drought. 


To offset this he has purchased a fif- 


teen horse power boDer and a steam 
pump, and as a creator of rain storms 
he can give the Government experts in 
this line cards and spades and then 
drown them. 


He has the entire Allegbany Kiver at 


his command, and it is a clear case of 
disaster to drouth on his farm. In an- 
swer to further questions Mr. Segling 
said that, while he was not getting rich, 
he was making a living for himself and 
family and was independent. Think of 
independence for a family of seven, main- 
tained on two acres !-J/b«n< Jewett 
Herald.

Every farmer knows that there is no 


profit in working with poor tools. The 
waste of time and strength involved in 
working at a disadvantage is utterly 
contrary to trne principles of industrial 
success. And the energy and ingenuity 
of the "Yankee" are usually sufficient 
to provide whatever is necessary. 


A little serious thinking about the 


daily routine is apt to bring to lightsome 
.way by which time may be saved, or 
better results obtained at the same out- 
lay. 
There are so many steps to be 


taken; a window cut through into the 
pantry, or a better arrangement of the 
sink; a wood-box exactly in the right 
place (fined from the outside, it may be) 
or any one of a dozen little expert con- 
trivances for some one bandy with tools 
may give quite a new aspect to tbe daily 
tasks. 


After the larger requirements are met, 


the good stove, with enough and not too 
many utensils; the good water supply 
and disposal of waste; the doors and 
windows and floors that need no weather 
strips or other additional protection; the 
convenient arrangement for putting 
away food and table furniture; these are 
many little comforts worth thinking 
about. 
These may seem to be very 


slight things, and yet in the aggregate 
they may have an important influence in 
determining domestic comfort and con- 
tentment. Such little things are a com- 
fortable low rocking-chair in which to 
rest at odd moments, or a high stool, 
convenient for many kinds of work, to 
spare the incessant "being on her fee't," 
which injures the health of too many 
women. An abundance of holders and 
mats and oven-cloths will often save 
both the temper and the fingers; we can 
all have things like these, but we some- 
times forget to provide them until some 
penalties are paid for tbe neglect. 
Would it not be a good plan to devote a 
week to the kitchen comforts, giving up 
all the spare time to making every prac- 
tical improvement that the case de- 
mand, with a view to lighter labor and 
fuller satisfaction for the workers upon 
whom the homo comfort so largely

Cut This Out. 


Not only cut this out but keep it where 


you can find it for ready reference. One 
of the most useful things in a kitchen is 
a housekeeper's scrapbook containing 
tested recipes and bits of information 
that one can scarcely hope to keep 
ticketed and labelled in one's mind. 


Two stout paper bags should be kept 


hung up in a dry place in the pantry- 
one for bits of stale bread, the other for 
stale cake and broken fancy crackers. 
The wise househeepnr does not need to 
be told what to do with these remnants. 


Bed pepper pods or bits of charcoal 


will neutralize tbe odor from boiling 
ham or cabbage. Throw them In the 
water, have the article well covered with 
water and keep tbe cover on. 


Cold rice, hominy or macaroni hashed 


flne and mixed.with minced cold meats 
or flsh makes nice croquettes. 


The creaking of a bed or a crib with 


each movement of the sleeper is most 
annoying to a nervous or sensitive per- 
son. To remedy it remove the slats and 
wrap the snds of each m paper; then 
wedge them tightly into position. 


Wet boots may be softened by rubbing 


them plentifully witb coal oil. If they 
are very muddy, brush thoroughly and 
wash in warm castile suds first. 


Do not wash lamp chimneys with 


water but clear, them with a few drops 
alcohol.

GREASE 


One of Australia's Wonders. 
Among the strange stories told about 


the wonderful things to be found in Aus- 
tralia there is one of crawling leaves, 
says the New Orleans Picayune. Eng- 
lish sailors first brought an account of 
this phenomenon. They were roaming 
along the coast when a sudden breeze 
shook down a number of leaves, which 
floated gently to the ground. The sail- 
ors were surprised at this shower, because 
it was not the Tall of the year, but mid- 
Summer, and tbe falling leaves looked 
fresh and green. But this was nothing 
to what followed. After a short rest 
these leaves began crawling along the 
ijround toward the tree from which they 
came. The sailor!) were too much fright- 
ened to stop and investigate and one of 
the men said, in relating the adventure, 
that he expected every minute to see the 
trees step out and dance a hornpipe. 
Fortunately other travelers were not too 
much frightened to stop and examine 
the matter. It was discovered that 
these queer leaves are really insects 
which live upon the trees and are of the 
same color as the foliage. They have 
very thin, flat bodies and wings shaped 
like large leaves. When disturbed by a 
breeze they fold their legs under their 
bodies, and then the leaf-like shape, with 
stem and all, is complete. Not only are 
they bright green in Summer, like the 
foliage of the trees at that time, but 
they actually change like the leaves do 
to the dull brown produced by frost. 
Another peculiarity of these insects is 
that when shaken to the ground they 
seldom use their wings. After lying 
there for a few minutes, as though they 
were really leaves, they crawl to the tree 
and ascend the trunk without seeming 
to know that they have the power to 
get back to their quarters in a much 
easier and quicker way.
